Edison filed for the $236.3 
minion annual rate decrease 
last nionth under the PUC’s 
('nergy - list adju s t m e n t 
clause (ECACi. Lbuler EC- 
.AC„ electric .utilities file 
three times a year for a 
rate adjustment ba.scd solely 
on the cost of producing elec¬ 
tricity and exclusive of the 
many other costs of doing 
business. 

Edison says the decrease is 
possible bccau.se its energy 
co.sts for 1980 will be lower 
tlian pre\aously anticipated, 
inimarily because substan¬ 
tially higher volumes of na¬ 
tural gas, hjdroelectric en¬ 
ergy, and purcha.sed powc 
have been available. Eneegy 
pr.iduced or acq.uired by 
tho.se means is less costly 
than energy produced from 
low-sulfur fuel oil.

Tax Credit For Transit Riders 

.SB 1911 (Petris) eliminates the eurront income tax 
deduction for the seven cents per gallon state tax on 
motor vehicle fuels, and uses this money to fund a program 
granting an $8 per month income tax credit to those who 
puroliase monthly passes on mass transit. The Chamber 
possed the bill In Assembly Ways and Means, based on 
inequities built into the proposal. 

The bill remained on file with the possibility of being 
heard August 18. Further hearing will depend on a two- 
thirds vote of the Assembly to waive the committee hear¬ 
ing deadline.

Many Questions 

The Proposition 4 spending limit initiative will re¬ 
ceive a minimum of legislative interpretation this year 
and accordingly, many of its finer points will be left to 
eventual litigation. The issue was settled when the leg¬ 
islature sent SB 1352 (Marks) to Governor Brow.n after 
it was amended to put the Chamber in a neutral position 
and to reduce the vote requirement in each house from 
two-thirds to a majority. ’The bill narrowly passed the 
Assembly 42 to 35; the Senate by a bare 21 to 7 vote. 

' The amendment that caused the Chamber to drop its 
opposition provided that luser fees and regulatory licenses 
are to be included within government spending limits 
only to the extent that a profit is made from those activi¬ 
ties. The Chamber sought the amendment because tlie 
state and many local governments indicated they wanted 
to include such fee programs within their spending limits. 
To the extent the fee programs grew more slowly than the 
government spending limit, inclusion within the limit 
could provide room £nr new tax-supported programs. More 
importantly, inclusion of user fee and regulatory programs 
could cause severe economic problems such as rationing 
oi water and blilding permits if those programs needed 
to grow' to meet an expanding economy or in the case 
of a drought. 

’The vote on the bill was reduced from two-thirds to 
a majority by simply removing an urgency clause which 
would have made the bill effective immediately. Instead 
it is effective on January 1, 1981. 

Three other amendments proposed by Assemblyman 
Bob Naylor and supported by the Cham’oer were tabled 
on the Assembly floor by a vote of 40 to 38. 

The Chamber, in conjunction with Paul Gann, the 
California Taxpayers’ Association, Califarnia Assciation of 
Realtors and the Nathnal Tax Limitation Committee, iri- 
ginally sponsored comprehensive legislation carried by As¬ 
semblyman Dan Boatwright and Senator Marz Garcia. These 
bills were defeated in initial committees. 

Local Taxes Impounded 

During the final hours of the 1979-80 state legisla¬ 
tive session the Assembly .sent to the governor an admin- 
itration - backed measure that effectively impounds an 
estimated $440 million in unsecured-property tax revenues 
collected by 22 California counties for the 1978 year. 

The Legislature thus bought itself time to consider 
next year how to use or dispose of a windfall created when 
the state Supreme Court August 14 ruled that pre-13 prop¬ 
erty tax rates should be applied to the 1978 unsecured prop¬ 
erty rolls. (The unsecured roll includes such property as 
boats, aircraft, and business equipment.) 

In an August 28 letter to legislators, Cal-Tax execu¬ 
tive Kirk West urged an “aye” vote on the measure, ar¬ 
guing: 

— Since most 1980-81 local government budgets have 
already been adopted, any new revenue from 1978 rolls 
constitutes a windfall — not an inegral part of spending 
plans. 

— A freeze will buy time to consider the proper tRs- 
position of these unanticipated revenues, “In our judge¬ 
ment, the most appropriate thing to do . . . wo’uld be to 
return to the taxpayers those taxes that have been coi 
lected, and simply not collect additional taxes in the 36 
counties where tax bills were not sent out.” 

— A freeze gives the Legislature the opportunity to 
modify or reverse a state Supreme Court decision which 
rejected the decisions of four lower courts in two separate 
caso.s, and opinions and findings by the attorney geheral, 
state Board of Equalization, legislative counsel, legislative 
analyst, and 36 California counties. 

Legislation expanding California’s open-meetings law 
was sent to the governor August 26. 

Vehicle Inspection 

What .now' appears to bo the final effort to enact a 
vehicle inspection and maintenance program for Califor- 
,nia (.his session went rp in smoke on the Assembly floor 
August 26. While the 13-58 vote refused Assembly Ways 
and Means amendments to SB 1948 (Presley), it was 
obvious that it represented tlio sentiments of the members 
on the concept of I & M. 

Qn speaker after another kept saying, “we’re simply 
not going to let the feds blackmail us into pa.ssing an 
I & M program..” Others said repeatedly that, “we don’t 
really know what improvement in air quality W'o’re going 
to get out of this bill.” 

California is now i a confrontation posture witli the 
Environmental Protection Agency regarding the imposi¬ 
tion of sanctions. In spite of the fact that the Assembly 
vote on SB 1348 seems overwhelmingly against an I & M 
program, it is still ixissible that other last minute attempts 
for a bill will be made. Educated opinion around the 
Capitol, however, is that the legislature won’t be able to 
pass an 1 & M measure this year before adjournment.
